UNFOUNDED REPORT. 


Vanderbilt's Inamorata Has not Had 
an Infant.’ 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 6.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The report published in New 
York of the birth of an infant to Nellie 
Neustretter seems to be entirely un- 
founded. There is good authority for the 
assertion that no such event is expected. 
French law requires that the birth of 
every infant must be registered within 
three days, under severe penalties for the 
‘attending physicians or midwife.

ABDICATION ON DOCUMENT.

-HONOLULU, Jan. 31.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press, Telegraphed from 
San Francisco Feb. 6.) Liliuokalani, the 
ex-Queen of Hawaii, has abdicated in favor 
of the republic. This is by far the most 
important outcome of the late rebellion. 

The document was drawn up by A. 8 
Hartwell at the request of the ex-Queen. 
It was presented on the 26th inst. to Presi- 
dent Dole. The document, according to 
the wording, was executed frecly and 
voluntarily. It was addressed to 25 2 
ident. 

The Queen made a plea for Hawaiians 
and others who took part in the rebellior. 
She hopes that executive clemency will 
be exercised in their cases. She expresses 
a desire to live in absolute privacy hence- 
forth. The ex-Queen’s communication is 
as follows: 

“Sir: After full and free consultation 
with my personal friends and with my 
legal advisers, both before and since my 
detention, by a military order, in the ex- 
ecutive building, and acting in conformity. 
with their advice and also upon my own 
free volition and in pursuance of my un- 
alterable belief and understanding of my 
duty to the people of Hawaii, and to their 
highest aud best interests; also for the 
sake of those misguided Hawaiians an 
others who have recently engaged in re- 
bellion against the republic, and in an 
attempt to restore me to the position of 
Queen which I held prior to the 17th day 
of January.

First—The execution of this document 
cannot de taken to exempt you ‘in the

life, which position is recognized by you 
in your letter. 

Second—It cannot be conceded that such 
rights and claims as you voluntarily re- 
linquish have had any legal existence 
since January 14, 1893, when, by your

Bland’s Amendment. 
chairman ot the Coinage Commlttee of the 
House, has prepared a proposed amend- 
ment intended as a subtitute for the finan- 
cial bill now before the House. It pro- 
vides, in brief, that all coin obligations of 
the government shall be paid in gold or 
stiver coins, and that such payments shall 
de made in such coin as may be most ad- 
vantageous to the government.

Much interest is taken in banking cir- 
cles in the amendments to the act creating 
the Board of State Commisioners, which 
amendments have deen submitted to the 
Legislature by the board. The purpose

THE ORANGE OUTLOOK. 

The report published in The Times this 
morning of the serious damage by frost 
to the Spanish orange crop has attracted 
much attention among orange dealers in 
this city. 

In order to find out what effect, if any, 
it might have on prices here, a Times re- 
porter called at the office of the Southern 
California Fruit Exchange in this city. 
The regular weekly meeting had just been 
held by the members of the exchange, 
and the Spanish disaster had been freely 
discussed. ‘Several very important state- 
ments were made known, among others 
the following: A cargo of Valencia 
oranges is due to to arrive at Boston today. 
It ‘consists of 3500 cases, which, as ad- 
vertised, are to be auctioned off in that 
city on the 8th 4 ‘of 
the damage reported to the Valencia crop, 
the —— reallzed at this sale will be 
watched by the Southern California grow- 
ers with much interest. 

In addition to that it is learned that 
there are now afloat, and to arrive in 
American ports 101,000 boxes of Mediter- 
ranean oranges. These are due to arrive 
between now and the 20th inst. Asked 
how this large quantity of fruit would 
affect the prices of cranges from Southern 
California the secretary of the exchange 
atiswered: . “It will not affect our prices 
at all. We have fixed our prices and we 
intend to stay right with them. They 
are high enough to give Our growers a 
good profit and not too high to exclude our 
fruit from the Eastern markets.” 

He further pointed owt the fact, an im- 
portent one, that all these and 


Mediterranean oranges were arriving in 


the Eastern markets just when the

Up to within the A 
horticulture in Southern . Caltéor 
has run almost entirely in one 
groove—that ‘of orange-growing. We 
have carried almost all our eggs in 
one basket, which, as everybody 
knows, is not a wise thing to do, for, 
in cas of, an accident, there is not 
much chance of saving anything out 
of the wreck. So, as long as the hor- 
ticulturists of Southern California de- 
pended entirely, or almost entirely, 
upon. the orange things looked 
very blue throughout this section 
whenever there happened to come: 
along a severe frost, or a high wind- 
storm, or a new variety of pestiferous

For this reason it is pleasing * note 
that, during the past four or five 
years, h variety has been intro- 
duced in the cultivation of fruits in 


i this section. To a great extent this 


is due to the poor success which at- 
tended the orange-growers for several 


seasons. If orange-groy had every 
year been ed avi 
cess as it is this year, the 1 lity 


is that every one would have planted 
oranges, and then, when a bad season 
came, we should have had nothing to 
fall back upon. As it is, our horti- 
culturists have gone extensively into 
the raising of other fruits, and have 
in some cases discovered that, year in 
and year out, these friits are little 
behind the orange, as meet 
‘concerned, 

Among the most unportant of these 
other fruits is the olive, the culture of 
which. has assumed great importance 


during the past few years. For a 


number of years The Times has en- 
Jarged upon the possibilities of this 
industry, and those who went into it 


early are now beginning to reap the 


‘benefit, as the market for California 
olives and olive oll is continually im- 
proving. Our people are becoming ac- 
customed to the use of ripe pickled | 
olives, and can scarcely get enough of | 
them.

What we need 
is to educate them on the subject of 
one of the most wholesome foods that 
God ever made Where the olive is 
largely consumed, dyspepsia and its 
attendant train of ills are unknown. 
People seem to forget sometimes that 
the human system needs an occa- 
sional oiling quite as much as any 
fine piece of mechanism. Such oiling

What is needed now is a-campaign 
of education among the people of the 
East in regard to the wholesomencss 
of the olive, both in the shape of 
pickles and oll.

EXIT LILIUOKALANI, 


The “abdication” of the late Queen’ 

of Hawaii is announced in this morn- 
ing’s dispatches. The event is not of 
such importance as to overturn the 
status quo of Christendom, but it adds 
a new element of interest to the situa- 
tion of affairs in the little island re- 
public. Whether the abdication was 
made in good faith or not, the fact 
that it has been made at this time 
win serve to strengthen the existing 
government, and to establish its au- 
‘thority beyond all question. The sur- 
render of the monarchy is complete 
and, whether it 18 in- 
tended to be sd or not. We shall prob- 
ably hear no more in 
Hawaii, 
The Dole ten tion can now go 
on and perfect its system of govern- 
ment, with fewer obstacles to contend 
against than it has had heretofore. 
There is no reason to doubt that a 
wise and stable government will en- 
sue. Mr. Dole and his advisers are 
men of judgment, determination and 
fairness.

AN ACTION FOR ARCHITECT'S 
DAMAGE SUIT. 

The case of J. B. Bradbeer vs. J. 1

DAMAGE SUIT ON TRIAL.

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THE GARRISON CASE 


Taking of Testimony Finally 


7 Concluded. 


0 ot Nonsuit Granted in the 
Case of Defendant 


Cline. 
The Plaintiff Says that His Story 
Regarding the Murder in Can- 
ada Was All a Joke on 
Part. 


The trial ot the damage suit instituted 
by Andrew D. Garrtson against John C. 
Cline, as Sheriff, H. C. Dillon, as District 
Attorney, Grove 8. Bartholomew, as Jus- 
tice of the Peace, and ves A. B. 
Lawson and S. H. Carlisle, for an alleged 
makicous prosecution, was concluded in 
Department Four yesterday afternoon, 80 
far as the taking of testimony ts concerned, 
but was not submitted to the jury. 

When the case was called yesterday 


Morning. the defendants moved the court 


for judgment of ndnsuit, but the motion 
was denied by Judge Van Dyke, except as 
to the defendant Cline. The defense there- 
upon proceeded to put in evidence to con- 
trovert that introduced by the plaintiff, 
and this occupied the attention of the 
court and jury almost all day. Fourteen 
witnesses were examined during the day's 
session, among them being ex-District 
Attorney Dilton and three of his deputies, 
ex-Justice Bartholomew and his clerk, 
Deputy Sheriff Joe Hunter, Deputy County 
Recorder Marchant, Deputy County Clerk 
aan Kutz and others. 


The most important evidence was con- 


tained in the deposition of Mrs. J. A. Par- 
ker, the witness who failed to appear 
Tuesday afternoon. Her testimony was to 
the effect that upon learning from one 
Stephenson, the driver ‘of a gasoline 
Wagon. that a William Garrison was 
wanted in Canada for the murdér of a 
youth at Brentwood, she asked the plain- 
tiff one day whether he was the man re- 
ferred to, and that Garrison told her he 
was from Canada, that his nickname was 
Winte, and that he kiiled- the youth 
by striking bim on the head with the han- 
dle of a grindstone. That subsequently 
Garrison tcld her that he had just received 
a letter from his father, to the effect that 
he was endeavoring to arrange matters so 
that his son could return home without 
further trouble. 

The plaintiff endeavored to destroy the 
effect of this testimony by showing from 
the woman’s own admission that she was 
addicted to the use of morphine, and was 
under the influence of the drug when her 
deposition was being taken. An effort 
was also made to show that her relations 
with Garrison were such as to cause ‘her 
to entertain feelings of eau agalnst 
Mrs. Garrison. 

It was aleo shown by the defendant 
Vinnell, alias Carlisle, that Garrison had 
told him, after he was discharged, that 
one night when he was loaded“ he made 
th statements to Mrs. Parker in order 
to @itisfy her apparent curiosity, but that 


he did it more as a joke than anything }- 


else. 

‘On — cross-examination, Vinnell was 
forced by Maj. Bell to admit that, al- 
though he was one of the defendants, in 
order to get even with Lawson, who owed 
him some money, he had gone over to 
the plaintiff and proffered his services, 
that he had received $20 from plaintiff's 
attorney to go before the United States 
Commissioner and swear to the complaint 
against Lawson; and that he had begged 
for money to eat with on several oc- 
casions after that. Vinnell also swore 
that Garrison haa promised him $200 x 
denied that he had ever been convicted of 
a felony; but was chown up in a very 
unfavorable light. * 

The defendant, A. B. Lawson when 
called upon to explain his connection with 
the case stated that he first met Mrs. 
Parker in March, 1894, when investigating

she told him the circumstances connected 
with a murder which had occurred in 
Canada, some time ago, just as they had 
been related to her by a man named 
Stephenson, who knew both families per- 
Nadz: She said that two ene, men. 
ween whose families, there had been a 
feud of long standing, attended a meeting 
one night at the Brentwood schpolhouse, 
and left together after it was over. Next 
morning the body of one of them was 
found on the road, death having evi- 
dently resulted from a fracture of the 
skuli. It was at first supposed that the 
decoased flad been kicked by a horse, but 
when it was found that the other youth, 
whose name was Will Garrison, had sud- 
ly left the country that night, an in- 
igation was made which left no doubt 
as to the fact that’ he had murdered is 
companion and fied. He was traced to 
Michigan, but managed to elude the offi- 
cers and escaped. She then went on to 
tell that her son who was working in a 
dairy near this city had made the ac- 
Quaintance of a young man named Garri- 
son there, and that she had interviewed 
him and found out that he was from Can- 
ada and proved to be the same man who 
had committed the murder at Brentwood. 
Lawson laid these facts before Sheriff 
Cline, and immediately took steps te com- 
municate with the authorities in Canada.
